Science, ethics, and madness are 
the predominant themes of Friedrich 
Dürrenmatt's scathing satire. The 
Physicists. The piece, written in 1962, 
is a searing Indictment of a world in 
danger of being overrun by the perils 
of nuclear science. In the production 
now running at the McGill Players' 
Theatre, the grave issue of the role of 
science in modern society is skillfully 
presented, in a manner that is both 
hair-raising and dramatically powerful. 

Set in a sanitarium somewhere in 
Germany, The Physicists has as its 
plot a lurid series of three mysterious 
murders and the bizarre events which 
unfold during their investigation. The 
suspects are three brilliant scientists; 
Mobius, an undiscovered genius, and 
two better known minds, Isaac Newton 
and Albert Einstein. Presiding over the 
asylum is the iron-spined and hun- 
chbacked Doctor Van Zahnd, who 
sports a black leather skirt under her 
white hospital coat and carries a 
riding crop. 

The focus of the play gradually 
shifts from the rooms of the asylum to 
the world at large. And the murders 
discussed are no longer those of three 
nurses, but of the potential millions 
who could perish in an atomic 
holocaust. Dürrenmatt’s solution to 
abolishing such a disaster is ex- 
pressed by the character Mobius, who 
remarks of himself and his fellow 



scientists; "either we stay in this 
madhouse or the world becomes one." 

The most outstanding members of 
the cast include James Mills as Herr 
Oscar Rose and Joan Stewart as Frau 
Rose in minor roles, and Guy Lydster 
as a rather flamboyant and witty Isaac 
Newton. Margaret Groome, who has 
established herself as a talented and 
versatile actress in previous McGill 
productions, etches a very credible 
portrait of the harsh and sinister Dr. 
Von Zahnd. 

Though the set was unfinished at 
the dress rehearsal I attended, the 
other elements of the production had 
been tightly worked out. Lighting by 
Ed Goldberger subtly evoked the 
shifting moods of the play. 

Director Richard Luken has given 
the play a steady, flowing pace which 
underscores the suspense of the plot. 
As well, Luken is to be commended for 
the fine performances he elicits from 
the actors. 

The Physicists is a first-rate 
production dealing with one of the 
most pressing questions facing the 
modern world. In their presentation of 
the play, the McGill Players have done 
justice to an excellent play. The 
Physicists is at Players' Theatre from 
Feb. 7 to Feb. 11 and Feb. 14 to Feb. 
18. Admission is $2.50 tor students, 
except on Frl. and Sat., when the 
General admission price of $3.50 is 
charged.

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Vicious: 

Easy Come Easy Go

In his erudite book A Wop* 
BopaLooBopaLopBamBoom, Nik Cohn 
writes, ‘‘The anarchists of one year are 
the boring old farts of the next." He Is 
right: rock ‘n‘ roll heroes come and go 
witfi alarming swiftness. The story of 
Sid Vicious is a perfect example of 
how an exhilirating figure with a lust 
for life can descend into self- . 
degradation and corruption when 
deprived of the proper context for his 
wayward spirit. Of course, the proper 
context for Sid‘s spirit was the Sex 
Pistols. When the group disbanded 
early last year, pinning much of the 
blame on Sid’s heroin habit, he was 
heartbroken. His life ended last week 
in misery and disgrace. 

Although it has been two years 
since the look and the sound of the 
Sex Pistols first entered our collective 
consciousness, the whole shtick was 
dormant or latent well before that. The 
glamour of delinquency has been 
present in popular entertainment for 
quite a while, at least since Marlon 
Brando first ripped his t-shirt. There 
you have the punk fashion, musically 
speaking, at least since the Rolling 
Stones took their monumental look 
back in anger at early rock ‘n‘ roll. 

The idea that kids flash guitars like 
switchblades and explode into rock ‘n’ 
roll bands isn’t exactly new. However, 
it has been more a part of the popular 
imagination than a fact of life since 
the posh Sunday papers began 
referring to the "visionary quality of 



a series of myths which he himseif 
had not created, and which, in the 
end, he was unable to control. Left 
alone he would have remained an 
unknown, unpleasant youth". 

All 1 can say Is that boys from 
nowhere are the material with which 
this business works and that’s the way 
it is. One relevant judgement that I 
must make, however. Is to distinguish 
the grand farce of the Pistols from the 
bad soap opera of Sid Vicious. The 
difference is like that between Monty 
Python and Mary Hartman; one was 
founded on values that were Brilish 
and aesthetic, the other on values that 
were American and squalid. Now, I’m 
the last to judge America so harshly, 
but it was such a distinction that 
killed Sid. The Pistols took their, ex- 
plosive sound directly from American 
acts like the Stooges, the New York 
Dolls and the Ramones, but they 
remained as a British commodity. 

Once again, to refute the defeatist 
argument of the Times, it must be 
borne In mind that it was Malcolm 
McClaren as manager who brought the 
group together and masterminded 
their outrageous bluff. It was Mc- 
Claren who bailed Sid out and it was 
he who warned the lads away from 



destruction. As sure as the Pistols 
achieved truth through exaggeration, 
Sid missed the satire and the punk 
myth became terribly real. Vicious and 
Spungen lived like a misguided Bonnie 
and Clyde in the Chelsea Hotel 
wandering around with tombstones in 
their eyes and thousands of crumpled 
dollars spilling out of their pockets. 
Perhaps Sid’s noblest cultural con- 
tribution was the invention of the pogo 
dance. He explained its innocent 
conception to Charles M. Young: 

"They (the Pistols) were the only group 
I ever wanted to see. Then everybody 
else started doin’ it, but they didn’t get 
it right, so I quit." Sid did it his way. 



Mr. Lennon's or Mr. Dylan’s work". 
Delinquency was no longer as 
glamorous in act as it was in thought, 
a contradiction that we have lived with 
since the Beatles. Pop became 
something that our parents didn’t have 
to be ashamed of and that was wrong; 
this only emphasized rock ’n’ roll’s 
separateness from other forms of 
popular entertainment. Our teen 
dreams were being recycled by liars 
for adult consumption. Well, the Sex 
Pistols changed for a while, and even 
though they’re dead as the Beatles 
now, some things seem to last forever. 

I don’t know why, but Sid Vicious 
acquired sentimental value for me. 
Rockers who die on us usually do 
become objects of sentimental value. 
Anyway, he was the voice of the 
Pistols; Johnny Rotten didn’t enjoy 
Interviews as much as Sid did. There 
was a wonderful piece in Rolling Stone 
where Charles M. Young wrote, "Sid 
Vicious is about as close as rock ’n’ 
roll Is going to come to Huckleberry 
Finn in this decade. I hope he can 
light out for the territories before 
he becomes just another ’ego’." Huck 
makes as good a leitmotif as any for 
Sid Vicious, because this is a story 
about the ghosts of boyhood lost and 
a dream that, although starting British 
in attitude, ended as a peculiarly 
American nightmare. Interesting 
questions are raised. 

In a world of celebrity worship, what 
are we to do with a non-hero like Sid? 
The London Times which exemplified 
the prudent British attitude of the pop 
music Industry as a corporate 
monolith, should have left 19-year-old 
John Ritchie (alias Sidney Vish) alone. 
In a recent comment on Sid’s murder 
case, Peter Gillman and Andrew 
Stephen wrote, "In 18 traumatic 
months Vicious had been caught up in 



ancy Spungen, Sid’s late girlfriend, 
because, as manager of the New York 
Dolls, he had seen the destructive part 
she played In turning the Dolls into the 
burnt-out cases they became. Where 
was Malcolm McClaren last week? Sid 
was in trouble and if the people at 
Bellevue and the authorities couldn’t 
see that he was suicidal and 
desperately in need of help, then 
McClaren should have. 

The Sex Pistols were a splendid 
failure, but Sid by himself was 
shamefully lacking in romance. If 
Johnny Rotten was the word, then 
Sid’s scars made the word flesh. It all 
began mythically. Steve Jones, the 
member most responsible for the 
band’s kamikaze guitar attack, stole all 
the equipment they ever needed, in- 
cluding the mikes from the last night 
of Bowie’s Ziggy Stardust tour which 
young Jones likened to "gorilla 
dildoes". He taught Paul Cook how to 
play the drums, and it was he who not 
only did the public regurgitating at 
Heathrow, but who cursed heartily 
when provoked by Bill Grundy on 
dinnertime British television. Cook and 
Rotten were both briefly hospitalized 
when "patriots" assaulted therh-.ln the 
summer of ’77, about the time the 
ubiquitously censored "God Save the 
Queen” reachbd number two on the 
charts. Cook’s drumming could propel 
a song; he and Jones made noise that 
was transcendent. Grell Marcus, 
author of Mystery Train, wrote, "It was 
Steve Jones— somehow revitalizing 
every stance in the English book while 
sounding as if he were playing a guitar 
factory instead of a mere guitar— and 
drummer Paul Cook who made the 
noise and together they were likely the 
only great two-man band in the history 
of rock ’n’ roll." 

Sid was another story. He and 
Nancy Spungen were ben) qn self-

Does FM stand for "Futuristic and 
Mysterious?" That’s what you might 
think after hearing FM’s album Black

The members 
bring to the group a variety of musical 
backgrounds. Ben Mink, formerly of 
Murray McLaughlin’s Silver Tractors 
group, has a background in Rumanian 
folk music and jazz, plays the electric 
violin and electric mandolin. (At El 
Casino Mink replaces Nash "The 
Slash” who appeared on the album.) 
Percussionist and synthesizist Martin 
Deller studied electronic music at York 
University, and is well-versed in jazz 
drumming. Cameron Hawkins on 
keyboards, synthesizer, and vocals, 
has a background in classical cello. 

For all the sci-fi titles and space age 
instrumentation Black Noise, the lyrics 
(of those pieces that have them) are 
devoid of wizardry and celestial 
wonder. But they are sung so warmly 
and smoothly, and the music is so 
expressive, that one gathers a 
meaning from the songs far beyond 
what the words impart. FM has 
managed to make its music sound 
lush and full without being heavy and 
burdensome. Within the powerful and 
driving sound one can still distinctly 
hear each musician give free and 
masterful release to his instrument. 
Rather than compete with one another, 
the dynamic sections are com- 
plementary. The songs are highly

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Centaur's Ashes 
Misses the Point

Ashes Is a play that Is devoted to the 
development of a theme, rather than to 
the delivery of a sole message. David 
Rudkin’s play poses many questions, 
and provides few answers on the 
subject of parenthood. 

The theme of Ashes Is many-faceted. 
It Is a study of the humiliation that 
many childless couples subject 
themselves to In order to become 
parents. Those who are not fortunate 
enough to be able to bear children are 
mercilessly forced to endure the clinical 
probes of the medical profession and 
social adoption agencies. Matters of a 
highly personal nature are laid bare to 
the queries and comments of outsiders, 
who frequently mask their curiosity in 
shrouds of sympathy. 

Ashes questions the Idea that 
parenthood is the normal, natural path 
fora young married couple to follow. It 
examines the ritual surrounding 
conception In a scientific, myth-free 
manner. In doing so, the play presents a 
harsh and intensive investigation into 
the very meaning of Inheritance and 
man's basic Instincts of procreation. 
Universal themes of justice, truth, and 
guilt are developed throughout the 
story. 

Although the subject matter of Ashes 
is ripe for dramatic exploitation, the 
emotional intensity Is neutralized by 
dialogue that Is too symbolic and 
philosophical. The author has chosen 
quasl-Shakespearean language instead 
of that which is simple and direct. 
Consequently, many lines that might 
stimulate thought are lost In hyperbole. 

The two major actors, Tom McBeath 



as Colin, and Sara Botsford as Anne, 
manage to develop their roles 
admirably. Their presentation is 
sensitive and credible. In contrast to the 
other actors In the play who are 
competent but remain distant. Graham 
Batchelor, who portrays various 
members of the medical profession, 
has an accent that Is too British for the 
North American audience to easily 
understand. 

The theme of Ashes must be treated 
in a delicate and tasteful manner if it 
does not wish to alienate the audience. 
Unfortunately, under the direction of 
Maurice Podbrey, Centaur's production 
does not always manage to maintain 
this sympathy. At times, whether it is a 
result of Rudkin's script, or Podbrey's 
interpretation, scenes that have great 
emotional potential fall subject to 
unnecessary gore and Instill 
squeamishness or embarrassment. 

The gurgling, toilet-like sound effects 
act more to distract the audience, 
rather than enhance the play. 

The motives for parenting nave come 
under heavy scrutiny in the past few 
years. The recent controversy revolving 
around the subject of test-tube babies 
adds fuel to the fire of the discussion. 
David Rudkin has assumed throughout 
his play that parenthood is a goal 
worthy of its struggle. However, after 
having seen Ashes, one really wonders 
whether the trials and tribulations are 
worthy of the experience. 

This play raises a number of 
questions of a public and personal 
nature. Although it is essentially 
thought-provoking. Ashes does not 
achieve its full potential. 



McIntyre's One Woman 
Show: Coming to Terms 
With the Singles Bar

No one can really blame Jo Ann 
McIntyre for taking most of the credit 
for Brush Off, a two-act play performed 
this week at RVC. Afterall, not only is 
the versatile Toronto actress the only 
performer but she also wrote the play. 

The monodrama revolves around 
Bobby and Donna, who meet at a 
singles bar and give each other the 
"brush-off", hence the title. In the first 
half of the play McIntyre performs the 
role of Bobby and in the second half, 
Donna. The play is basically, according 
to McIntyre, “an exploration of singles 
people." After the brush-off, the two 
characters reveal thier insecurities, 
stripping themselves of the barriers that 
prevent them from coming to terms with 
their loneliness and social 
inadequacies. This metamorphosis 
succeeds in evoking sympathy from the 
audience for the two characters through 
McIntyre’s humorous portrayals. From 
their introspection. It is revealed how, 
despite their outward behaviour, both 
Bobby and Donna long for any kind of 
meaningful relationship which would 
add some substance to their life. 

McIntyre portrays both characters 
with equal intensity, and in the process 
excellently conveys her message to the 



audience. She succeeds in reducing the 
obvious logistical problems involved in 
playing two characters to a minimum. 

Brush-Off has received rave reviews 
everywhere it has played. It is 
McIntyre’s first attempt at writing and 
certainly should not be her last. In fact, 
the play has been so well received that a 
French version starring Andrée Pelletier 
is being planned. 

In an interview for the Weekly, 
McIntyre says that the play is really not 
an indictment of the singles' scene, but 
shows that the bars are no answer for 
lonely people. "It may be useful as a 
place for singles to meet" and "there 
may be a lot of advantages in being 
single" says McIntyre "but it really does 
not do much for people who feel they 
are being screwed by other people." 

McIntyre hopes to show that 
Canadians can write excellent plays. 

She was formerly involved In Toronto’s 
alternate theatre scene which 
specializes in Canadian plays. While 
she does not consider herself a 
nationalist, she does think it is 
"unfortuante that so many Canadians 
are exposed mainly to foreign theatre." 
That situation may change if Jo Ann 
McIntyre continues her successful 
career.

Movie .Movie is the type of film that 
whole families used to go to see 
together, and there hasn't been a film 
like that in years. Family cinema 
started to die out at the end of the 
sixties, with Hello Dolly and That’s 
Entertainment raggedly finishing it off. 
Movie Movie is a first rate family, 
picture— not just because it's funny 
and light and squeaky clean, but ' 
because it’s so intelligently clever. 

As the title tries, but fails, to imply. 
Movie Movie is a double feature— two 
short films, a black and white 
melodrama and a. technicolor musical 
with coming attractions sandwiched in 
between. It's a "total concept" remake 
of a thirties cinema' showcase, twisted 
slightly with parody into a funny, 
loving look at what was so wonderful 
about thirties movies. 

Stanley Oonen has directed the film 
with a velvet glove, it seems, but 
rpaybe it's just the all too rare faculty 
ofjntelligence, that saves the film 
from beind merely a sendup of old 
movies, in making Movie Movie Donen 
was faced with two extreme possible 
approaches to the material— the sort 
of Holier-than-the-present approach 
that That’s Entertainment deljverçd 
(and he staVts out almost givltig us 
that, with George Burns Introducing 
the evening à la Gene Kelly and Liza 
Minnelli, in a reverent whisper, but 
then Burns' eyes start to twinkle and a 
giggle undercuts everything, and. we 
know that we're safe), or the total 
distortion cum butchering that Péter 
Bogdanovitch gave us in ^t Long Last 
Love. 

But Donen doesn't give in to either 
of these. His credentials are good 
enough— he made On The Town, Royal 
Wedding, Funny Face, and Charade— 
that he knows this sort of filmmaking 
well enough to have total control. 
Instead of a sendup, he gives us the 
best of what was always'lnherently 
funny about thirties films. We laugh 
more at the thirties naïveté, predic- 
tability, and super-showbiz, all finely 



exposed here, than we would at any 
bowlderization of the material. 

Of the two features, "Dynamite 
Hands" and "Baxter's Beauties", I 
liked the second best, perhaps only 
.becaus.e it's based on my favourite 
musicals. "Dynamite Hands" is a little 
morality film about the evils of rich 
men and blonde womén, and a young 
aspiring lawyer who conges up against 
them both when he turns to boxing, 
with his dynamite. hands, to earn some 
quick money to pay . for an eye 
operation for his sister. It's all those 
FBI films that were once so terrifying 
turned into a funny triumph of the 
People.Jhe climactic fight in Madison 
Square Garden is just right- 
predictable but exciting nonetheless; 
we start to root for our hero, and when 
his good girlfriend (with brown hair) 
rushes down to ririgside at just the 
right mornent, we're really glad she's 
there, that the film didn't forget that 
perfect final touch. 

"Baxter's Beauties" Is a Busby 
Berkley,^igfield Follies, Judy Garland 
let's-put-on-Broadway-show-ln-the-barn 
musical about an accountant- 
composer and a small-town girl who

vibrant and musicairthey don't sound 
like the noise of a machine gone out 
of control. 

The songs on Black Noise have a 
distinctly human and emotional 
quality, even though the futuristic 
motif and technological gadgetry 
might lead one to think otherwise. We 
may be glimpsing "future history," but 
the feelings behind the events are still 
the same.' FM musically conveys Jhe 
tingle of traveling, the thrill of 
discovery, the quiet courage of ex- 
ploration, and the zest and clang of 
battle. It's just been moved to a dif- 
ferent tfme and place. The music 
seems to change shape as it changes 
mood; it is highly'effective in ex- 
pressing what's Intended, and the 
stereo effects are terrific. Black Noise 
was two years in the making, and the 
work and attention given it by the 
group are evident.

And the newcomer talents, Harry 
Hamlin as the boxer in "Dynamite", 
Rebecca York, made up to look like - 
Judy Garland, dnd Barry Bostwick, as 
the kids who make it in "Baxter's 
.Beaüties" are full of energy. They ' 
really perform, and their unfamiliar 
faces make them seem extra-young. 
Bostwick has a showstopper number 
where he auditions his compositions 
for Baxter— singing and dancing on •' 
the furniture to the strains of an. un- 
seen orchestra. Like Liza Minnelli In • 
Cabaret with her voice and that flashy ■ 
choreography, or Streisand's fully’, 
orchestrated "I'm the Greatest Star" in 
thp empty theatre of Funny Girl, it's 
too good— we wonder, why Sally 
Bowles or Fan'riy Brice, or this guy 
Dick, aren't already superstars. Here 
that over-production, is intentional-^we 
revel in the great performance but vye 
laugh too at how unbelievable scenes 
like this were. 

Movie Movie is full of energy,^ 
bravura, and fun— the audience was so 
high on it they started cheering half- 
way through. It's exciting and easy to 
take, and that’s entertainment. 



. I asked Hawkins who he thought 
was a dominent force and guiding 
influence in today's music trends.

It’s possible to be 
satisfied and spend even less. Madhu 
Bhanda is located at 1175 Crescent, 
between Ste. Catherine and Dorchester, 
and it’s open Monday to Thursday 1 1 
am-IOpm, Friday to Saturday 11 am-12 
pm. It’s a warm, friendly place for 
lunch, dinner, or an after-movie snack. 

Madhu Bhanda is bound to please 
you— it provides nourishment for the 
spirit as well as the body!

If a package from Waldman’s Market 
is the closest thing you’ve seen to a live 
fish this winter, it’s time to visit the 
Montreal Aquarium on St. Helen’s 
Island. For a nominal 50 cents 
admission, students can gawk at all 
sorts of aquatic life. 

~ Exhibited in spacious, easy td view 
tanks the collection of fish is truly 
exotic— full of color and abounding in 
oddity. One variety of fish has 
V transparent skin and is virtually a 
( swimming skeleton. Another insists, 
for some reason, on swimming upside 
down. And, of course, one cannot miss 
tho-awesome tiger shark and pirhana 
who gape hungrily at all who pass by. 

If the fish at the aquarium don’t turn 
you on, chances are something else 
will. You can’t help but become partial 
- to penguins after watching them strut 
and waddle around their plastic iceberg. 



With luck the birds will even show off 
their swimming prowess which is a 
sight to see as they dart through the 
water like black and white torpedoes. 

The aquarium also affords a gander at 
some amphibians and reptiles including 
turtles, tree frogs, and more than 
enough snakes. And if you’re willing to 
shell out an additional 75 cents there’s a 
dolphin show four times daily. 

Throughout the winter the Montreal 
Aquarium is open 10 am to 5 pm. 
Tuesday through Sunday and closed on 
Moridays. To get there you have several 
choices: 1) Take the Longueuil Metro 
from Berri to the Island. 2) Drive across 
the Jacques Cartier Bridge and take the 
exit marked St. Helen’s Island, or 3) 
Swim from the city to the island via the 
St. Lawrence, which, at this time of 
year, I wouldn’t recommend even'to a 
fish. 
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I would opt for the first interpretation. 
It's obvious that Costéllo (it’s hard to 
call him Elvis) still has the same 
obsessions: paranoia ("Better cut off 
all identifying labels / before they put i 
you on the turture table," "She’s picking 
out names / I hope none of them are 
mine"), misogyny ("Big Boys"), and 
paranoid misogyny ("Busy Bodies," 
among others). There’s also a military 
motif thrown in for good measure (the 
title, "Two Little Hitlers," "Senior 
Service," "Goon Squad," "Oliver’s 
Army"). But none of the themes are 
carefully developed; they only emerge 
through offhand references. Unlike 
Dylan, who uses throwaway lines to set 
us up for his knockout punch, Costello 
delivers only throwaway lines. His- ' 
lyrics, which were not crystal-clear to 
begin with, are cryptic on this album. 
There’s plenty of wordplay here ("I get 
hit looking for a miss," “A death worse 
than fate") but wordplay In a vacuum 
doesn’t tell us much. What are we to 
make of pronouncements such as “It’s 
all so calculated, she’s got a 
calculator," or “accidents will happen, 
but only hit-and-riin"? 

Musically, Costello continues to 
make good use of mid-sixties pop 
devices : the Beatlesque (circa Abbey 
Road) fade-out in "Party Girl," the 
Zombles-like opening of "Green Shirt" 
and the Byrds-like rhythm guitar on 
"Busy Bodies." His songs are also more 
melodic now. However, this, may work 
to his disadvantage. The Jagged, ragged 
rhythms of the first two albums would 
perhaps have been more appropriate. In 
order to help us forget the lyrics, .or at 
least to lend them some force. 

There are songs orr this record that ' 
afford some hope for the future and 
lend credence to the view that Elvis 
Costello Is not simply a poseur. 
“Oliver’s Army" is a jaunty number 
extolling the virtues of the armed 
forces. Not only is the army a haven for 
the jobless ("If you’re.out of luck or out 
of work, we could send you to 
Johannesburg"), but it takes you to 
exotic places like Palestine, Hong Kong 
and Chlna.'"Two Little Hitlers" Is a 
song that mines the military metaphor 
of the album’s title; it deals with 
psychological warfare bn the sexual 
battlefield. “I will return," Intones 
Costello, MacArthur-like. 

Armed Forces’ final track, "(What’s 
so funny ’bout Peace, Love and 
Understanding" (written by Nick Lowe, 
who produced the album) is so good it 
doesn’t really belong here. 
Conceptually, It doesn’t stand up, since 
Elvis Costello has about as much 
credibility.as Idl Amin when It comes to 
peace, love and understanding. 
However, the song itself Is so strong, 
andlhe band’s attack so determined, 
that it just blows away everything else 



Axis: A Success on. 
Theatre Carnival Stage

Passion, death, possession, 
unrequited love — all themes ex- , 
pressed by the Axis dance group last 
night. The group is made up of private 
dancers and choreographers, among 
them the dynamic stage personality of 
Iro Tembeck. 

Tembeck on stage stands strong- 
limbed and strong-willed yet lithe and 
sensubus; grace that conveys an air of 
violence and lust. 

' Tembeck was strong enough to 
overshadow her colleagues, but 
perhaps this could be attributed to the 
size of the theatre and one's location 
in the audience. The theatre is not big 
enough to allow the viewer to take in 
the performance without considerable 
glancing back and forth between 
characters, but while this might 
detract f/om the overall performance it 
allows one to identify with each 
performer. The intimate, almost-too- 
close relationship between dancers 
and audience becomes exciting, 
especially in Tembeck’s presence. 

Though Tembeck gives a strong 
performance, she is by'no means 
alone on stage; her colleagues Louise 
Kralka, Gabriela Orbach, Marie Robert 
and Peter George provided a welcome 
respite from Tembeck’s somewhat 
overpowering performance. The blend 
of musical style and choreography 
clima;<ed in the final piece, "fila 
Valse," which did not even include 
Tembeck. 

Each piece was a study In emotion 
and form, moving forces created ' 
shifting patterns of light and line; 
tension between the dancers and the 
floor, the light and the music all fur- 
thered the strong emotional out- 
pouring. Perhaps the best example of 
interplay between character and form 
was in ^Kouros" and "Ma Valse". 

All in all. Axis gave a good in- 
terpretive dance performance, one that 
can be enjoyed either for the all-round 
show or Hie strong character por- 
trayals; 

The presentation of Axis is part of 
Tuesday Night Café's New Theatre 
Carnival, and will be performing at 
Morrice Hall 106 until February 10th.
